The city attorney rep orted in writing | 
th at he had interv iewed Mr. Frank 
Bu sh abou t the sale of the note3 held 
by the city . 
Mr. Bu sh said that he 
had no p rop osition to make bu t wou ld 
stand by a former p rop osition to g iv e 
one thou sand dollars for the three 
notes. 
Rep ort receiv ed bu t no action 
taken. 
The city attorney also rep orted for 
the sp ecial committee ap p ointed to 
confer with the Ablbrand Carriag e 
Comp any with a v iew to aiding 
said 
comp any to rebu ild. 
He said the com­ 
mittee had met and all members were 
in fav or of rendering aid. 
Mr. Kam- 
tnan rep orted that he had talked with 
Mr. Albert A hlbrand who had shown 
him p rop ositions to g o to other cities. 
He p referred to rem ain here and if the 
city wou ld render any aid he wou ld 
like to know it as soon as p ossible. 
Said if the city did make a donation 
he mig ht sometime retu rn it to the 
city when he g ot on his feet ag ain. 
Rep >rt was accep ted and committee 
continu ed. 
A p etition sig ned by a long list of 
citizens and tax p ay ers was read by 
the city clerk. 
The p etitioners u rg ed 
the city cou ncil to p u rchase a p art of 
lot 6 , block R in the city of Sey mou r 
of the Ahlbrand C arriag e Comp any 
and p ay therefor the su m of $10,000 
and that the city issu e bonds to p ay 
for same. 
Robertson su g g ested an ap p rop ria­ 
tion of $2,000 for a shelter in the city 
p ark bu t the su g g estion was not taken 
seriou sly .

Yes, blind tig ers may sp ring u p in 
many p laces, bu t being blind they will 
be more easily cau g ht. 
Also the men 
who hav e not the willp ower to resist 
the allu rements of the attractiv e sa ­ 
loon, will not p u rsu e the blind tig ers 
v ery far. 
If he ex ists at all he will 
hav e to stay too far in the Ju ng le.

Pattee, p rosecu tor of St. Josep h cou n­ 
ty , issu ed su bp enaes for Gov ernor Mar­ 
shall, Mark Thistlethwaite, secretary 
to the g ov ernor, and Percy A. Parry , 
editor of the Hammond Times, re­ 
qu esting that they ap p ear before the 
g rand ju ry of the St. Josep h circu it 
cou rt nex t Tu esday and tell what they 
know of alleg ed p rize fig hting in this 
cou nty . 
The p rosecu tor decided on the action 
as the resu lt of a letter which he re­ 
ceiv ed from Mr. Thistlethwaite, which 
read as follows:

There­ 
fore, the g ov ernor directs me to in­ 
stru ct y ou to make an inv estig ation, 
with a v iew to ascertaining the tru th 
of these comp laints, with the addition­ 
al instru ction to enforce the law if it 
is being v iolated and to p rosecu te the 
v iolaters. 
The attached clip p ing is 
enclosed, inasmu ch as the writer may 
hav e some information for y ou .” 
The 
p rosecu tor 
mailed 
the 
su b­ 
p enaes to the sheriffs of Marion and 
Lake cou nties. 
The action is one 
which the 
p rosecu tor intimated he 
mig ht take ev en before the instru c­ 
tions from Indianap olis were receiv ed 
Mr. Pattee say s he knows of no fig ht­ 
ing in the cou nty , and that it is only 
fair that those who do know shou ld 
tell the g rand ju ry what they know. 
When asked abou t his action in re­ 
g ard to the g ov ernor, Mr. Pattee said: 
“I believ e I hav e the p ower to ask the 
g ov ernor to ap p ear before the St. 
Josep h g rand ju ry . 
If he knows of 
p rize fig hting in this cou nty I want 
him to tell all abou t it. 
I u nderstand 
he receiv es his information from news­ 
p ap er talk, bu t there may be some 
mistake. The g rand ju ry has the rig ht 
to actu ally know who told him. 
I be­ 
liev e the g ov ernor wou ld come. 
I ad­ 
mire him and believ e he is fair.”

farmers, serv a nts, laborers and merchants of v a ry ing 
degrees of importance. 
They are charged w ith resorting 
to dishonesty and sharp pra ctices in barga ining and to 
be destitute <>f the m orals which Americans deem essen­ 
tia l for the civ iliza tion they ha v e created.

This is the solution of the Ea stern Asia tic im m igra ­ 
tion problem: 
Ov errun South America, where labor is 
cheap and m orals are of the ea sy sort. 
The Chinese 
and J a pa nese would fit in with these people and hnv o 
ea sy sa iling. 
The soli is rich and the industry of the 
newcomers would be well rewarded. 
Here they are ob­ 
jectiona ble from sev eral points of v le<v ; 
there 
they 
would harm onize with the dwellers, made up of Can* 
ca sia n. India n and negro stra ins, and be content.— Utica 
Globe.

contract laborers were denied adm is­ 
sion and 240 others who had escaped 
notice before were arrested and sent 
away , all have interest. 
The most im­ 
portant work, 
perhaps, is that con­ 
nected with the subject, of intelligent 
distribution of 
the 
accepted 
immi­ 
grants. 
The ever present problem is 
the prevention of congestion in the 
large cities. 
Every student of the so­ 
cial conditions in the cities q uickly 
finds th a t there are large numbers of 
people try ing to adapt themselves to 
ity life in America whose whole ex - 
I>orienee in the old world was in the 
country . 
Much of the w ant and suf­ 
fering results from such 
ill ad just­ 
ment. 
To prevent this 
uneconomic 
distribution of population 
when the 
country districts are seeking workers 
is to be still more actively a part of 
the work of the immigration bureau.

STRENGTH OF SILK. 


I I o w t h e Y a r n Is W o n k e n w l b y th© 
A to d e r n M e t h o d o f T r e a t m e n t . 
Silk science Is changing. 
If the silk 
dresses of fifty years ago are compared 
with many of the silk articles m anu­ 
factured at the present day it req uires 
no elaborate tests to show the superio­ 
rity In strength of the older materials. 
This usually is due to the fact that 
silk yarns now are freq uently treated 
with metallic salts, such as tin chlo­ 
ride, which are readily absorbed, form­ 
ing insoluble compounds and thus in­ 
creasing the weight of the filler. 
So 
prevalent did this practice become some 
years ago that even the m anufacturers 
recognized the necessity 
of 
putting 
some limit to it. 
Apart from the fact th at one is buy­ 
ing a compound of silk with a metal 
instead of pure silk this treatm ent fre­ 
q uently causes the fibers to become ten­ 
der, especially after ex posure to direct 
sunlight. 
From Herr Strehlenert’s ex jierlinents 
it was found th at taking the strength 
of genuine silk as 50 to 53 the strength 
of a sample of loaded French silk con­ 
taining NO per cent of added material 
was only 7 .0. Not only (Hoes the weight­ 
ing process reduce the tenacity of tho 
fiber and often destroy the dye stuff 
but also Is a freq uent cause of the ap­ 
pearance of mysterious spots. 
Often bright red spots appear on a 
fabric after ex posure to the sunlight. 
It has been found th a t even a diluted 
solution of common salt acts upon load­ 
ed silk In the presence of air and mois­ 
ture and produces stains and complete 
disintegration of fiber within twelve 
months. 
The action of stronger solu­ 
tions of salt is still more rapid, and 
the “ ten d en cy ” of th e fiber Is marked 
afte r treatm ent for seven days with a 
2 per cent solution. 
The presence of salt In stained and 
weakened silk may he accounted for 
readily by the fact th at salt Is a con­ 
stituent of human perspiration 
and 
thus may have been introduced during 
the handling of the yarns by the work­ 
men. 
Special precautions are now taken to 
eliminate this source of injury, and the 
disintegrating action of the tin salts 
upon the fillers also is reduced by a 
subseq uent chemical treatm ent of the 
yarn. 
So the weighted silks of to-day 
are stronger than their predecessors of 
a few years back.—Chicago Tribune.

O w n ers of Skyscraper.« « H a ve (to I*ajr 
l l n m l s o n i c l y f o r V e n t i l a t i o n . 
The buying, selling and renting of 
air Is an ordinary business in the big 
cities, as argued by an observer. 
The 
air bought and sold Is not piped In 
from great tanks like gas, nor Is It 
furnished in condensed form like ox y­ 
gen in small cylinders. 
It is simply the 
open air between the roof and the sky 
which

have 
learned to control and put an arbitrary 
value on, says the Baltimore American. 
Sunlight has long been a commodity 
of price in the crowded districts, as 
those who rent apartm ents facing south 
know to tin* sorrow <>f their pocket- 
books. 
But the air business is described as 
th« * dirrvt development of the boom in 
skyscrapers, which req uire more than 
their share of ox ygen. 
Far-seeing spec­ 
ulators of Now York in many cases 
have secured such a monopoly of the 
air supply that owners of towering 
structures cannot get air in the open 
market, but must pay fancy prices for 
it. 
In order to get air the owners of 
skyscrapers are forced to pay a heavy 
consideration to their neighbors to pre­ 
vent the blocking up of the windows of 
their apartments. 
They rent the air, 
¡laying a fix ed pri<» e for a period of 
years, the covenant lieing that there 
shall lie placed no Impediment in the 
way of free circulation of atmosphere. 
The English law gives an owner of 
property the right to easement for light 
and air along the line of a lot. 
But 
there are no such legal provisions In 
America ; hence what has been term ed 
the most curious of modern traffics.

had purpo sed to ex po se him and send] 
him to the penitentiary, and ho w he 
had appealed to their greed and had 
pro mised to repay them fro m the pro -i 
ceeds o f his nefario us business if they 
wo uld let him alo ne, the $ 100,000 he 
had o btained fro m them o n fo rged | 
trust deeds. Hardly a day went by, he 
said, that o ne o r the o ther o f these] 
men did no t visit his o ffice and insist 
upo n his to ll.
